Judge Umbel Sentences Offenders 
for Various Misdemeanors. 


UXIONTOWN, 
Sept. 
16.—When 


court opened thU morning the de- 
fense opened its case in the Mondi 
murder trial. • AU ot the defendants. 
Girardo Farina, father, Mrs. Mary Far- 
ina, mother, Mik« Farina, son, and 
Mrs. Carmella Mondi, daughter vent 
on the Biand in their own defense, and 
•were unnaimous ia denying any con- 
nection "with the murder ot Pasquale 
Mondi, by Nicolla Mondallo. 


The head of the lamily stated that 


he and. his son were naturalized 
Americans, the lather coming to this 
country in 1887. They owned a little 
farm near Ererson oi five acres which 
they had purchased with their savings. 
The son, Mike Farina resided near 
Griffin works and they were frequent 
visitors to his home and also to the 
home of their daughter, Mrs. Mondi. 
Mondallo was a boarder at the Mondi 
home and they became acquainted 
•with him there. This story was told 
by all tbe defendants without change, 
and Attorney Brownfield who conduct- 
ed the.examination received negative 
replies to all of the questions bear- 
Ing upon, their connection and action 
In the death, of Mondi. 
The son in 


testifying replied "No" to questions 
asked him 21 times in five minutes. 
They all appeared to.be telling the 
absolute truth in giving, their testi- 
mony and made a good- impression up- 
on the jury in their own behalf. 


Attorney Bruce F. Sterling opened 


the case, and from his statement it 
•was learned that the defense will en- 
deavor to prove that Mondallo and 
three other Italians hilled Moudi for 
1100 they thought he had In his pock- 
et. The star witness in this connec- 
tion Trill be Stevo Brocins, -who was 
at Masontown on tbe night of the kill- 
ing. 
By him the defense stated they 


•would snow that Mondi, Mondallo and 
three other Italians were in Mason- 
town on the nigh; he was killed and 
that he "was in a wagon prepared to 
go homo and aski.>d the others to ac- 
company him, but they refused. Bro- 
clus. It Jts said, will testify that he la- 
ter heard a enpt and saw three men 
running over j tie hill. Brocins was 
later arrested for the non-payment 
of a board bill, and, it is said, that 
while be was confined In the Jail he 
met Mondallo, and In talking about 
the murder asked him how he came to 
Mil Mondi all alone, as he was no 
physical equal "of the dead man. 
It 


Is alleged that Mondallo then volun- 
teered, the Information that he did not 
do it alone, but TV:IS assisted by three 
comrades, and thit he killed Mondi 
for ols money. 


No reason for Mondallo making the 


confession involving the Farinas has 
yet been produced by the 
defense, 


but it Is supposed this feature will be 
developed by the -witnesses this af- 
ternoon. 


Joe Steck was acquitted of a charge 


ot assault and battery and aggravat- 
ed assault and fcattary, and Ms brother, 
George Stech, convicted and sentenc- 
ed to the penitentiary for three years 
in Judge TJmbel'ii court this morn- 
ing. 
The defendant assaulted George 


Baird in a house at Youngstown last 
July, striking him over the head with 
a coke slat. Baird was in the hospital 
for several weefci, and It was first 
thought that the fight would result 
in murder. 


Frank Jordan and Ewlng Nickalow 


are on trial charged with assaulting 
Antonio Donnadio, a brother of Mike 
Bonnodio of Conncllsville. Frank Red- 
man was convicted of the assault at 
the last term of court, but additional 
evidence by the authorities also con- 
nected the two men on trial with the 
crime. 


Mike Mlckels pleaded guilty yester- 


day afternoon to carrying concealed 
weapons and was sentenced to pay a 
fine of $75 and costs and six mouths 
In the workhouse.

After hav- 
ing been at Farinas three times and 
talking the killing over with them, ho 
testified that he was again summoned 
to the elder man's house, and Mrs. 
Mondi, wifo of the murdered 
man, 


handed him a revolver, a razor and a 
pair of knuckles. Her paring injunc- 
tion was that "Patsy must be killed 
tonight," and told him If the* gun did 
not work to use the razor. 


Mondallo told of meeting Mondi, 


whom he accompanied to Masontown, 
stopping 
on tlioir way to purchase 


some pigeons. 
He tben told ot his 


assault on Mondi, tbe scuffle that fol- 
lowed and the sliooting. He testified 
that be had never had any ill feeling 
against the man he killed, but did it 
through fear. 
Hf was promised Im- 


munity and protection by the Farinas 
If the officers got any evidence against 
him. 


Mondallo could not identify a revol- 


ver and razor which was shown him 
and which the Commonwealth con- 
lends he gave to an "Italian woman 
shortly after the shooting.
